Ottawa.—The Dominion government 
has sent Dr. H. M. Duhamel, of Mon- 
treal, on a seeret mission to Japan 
for the purpose of negotiating, if pos- 
sible, the renewal of the Lemieux 
agreement, restricting Japanese emi. 
gration to Canada to a maximum of 
400 persons yearly, 


The agreement will expire in Jan-! 


vary next, [Tt was negotiated by Hon. 
Rudolph Lemieux, — postmastersgen- 
eral, who visited Tokio in 1907, short- 
ly after the serious Oriental riots in 
Vancouver had resulted in disgraceful 
incidents and serious damage to pro- 
perty. During his month's stay in the 
Japanese capital, Mr. Lemieux wis 
greatly aided by Sir Claude Mae- 
Donald, British ambassador to Japan, 
Their success in securing from the 
Japanese government an agreement
